After this, ZZeth was remanded to Priſon, and for three days brought 
to the Market-place at Rocheſter, where he ſtood by the Z7igh-Crofs with 
a Paper before his Breaſt, in which were written his Crimes, then he 
was Pilloried, and on the laſt day his Ears were cut off, his Noſe ſlit, 
and his Fore-head branded with the Letter R. and he was'condemned to 
indure perpetual Impriſonment : bur it laſted not long, for a few Months 
after, he died ſuddenly, not without the Suſpition of having poyſon'd 
himſelf. | 

From this Narrative we may obſerye, that the chief Riſe and Original

ming former Scandals cajt upon his Majeſty in matters of Religion, ſo alienate 
the Hearts of his Faithful, and Leyal Adherents, as ro make them abandon 
him ; which as it would draw inevitable Ruin upon him, ſo were you righ:ly 
apprehenſrve, That when the Rebels ſhould by that means have prevailed 
here, it mnſt ſoon after bring a certain Deſtruttion upon your Selves, What 
your Change of Principles, or Reſolutions are, his Majeſty knows not, but 
he finds by the not Concluding of a Peace there, That your Party, it ſeems 
1s not ſatisfied with the utmoſt that his Majeſty can Grant in matters cf Re- 
ligion, That is, the taking away of the Penal Laws againſt Reman Catho- 
licks within that Kingdom. And his Majejty hears, That yu znſalt upon thel 
Demands of Churches for the Publick Exerciſe of your Religion, which is| 
the Occaſion, That his Majeſty hath Commanded me to write thus frankly 
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unto you, and to tell you, That he cannot believe it ofible, That Rational, 
and prudent men ( had there been no Profeſſions made” to the contrary ) can 
inſiſt upon that, which muſt needs be ſo Deſtruttive to his Majeſty at the Pre- 
ſent, and to your ſelves in the Conſequences of his Ruin. W. herefore my 
Lords and Gentlemen, to diſabuſe you, I am Commanded by his Majeſty to de- 
clare unto you, That were the Condition of his Afﬀairs much more dzſperate 
than it is, he would never redeem them, by any Conceſſion of ſo much wrong 
both to his Honour, and Conſcience : It is for the Defence of his Religion 
principally that he hath undergone the Extremities of War here, and he will 
never Redeenl his Crown by Sacrificing it there. So that to deal clearly with 
you, as you may be Happy your ſelves, and be Happy Inſtruments of his Maje-|. 
I/ties Reſtoring, if you will be Contented with Reaſon, and give him that 
Speedy Aſſiſtance, which you well may 3 ſo if nothing will Content you, but 
what muſt wound his Honour, and Conſcience, you muſt expett That how low 
ſoever his Condition is, aud how deteſtable ſoever the Rebels of this Kiugdom 
are to him, he will in that Point joyn with them, the Scots, or with any 
of the Proteſtant Profeſſion, rather than do the leaſt Ai, that may hazard 
that Religion, in which, and for which he will Live and Dye.

(carried blindfold in Deſigns not guided by Good Counſel. In ſhorr, 
the King finding the Commons reſolved againſt Supply, and that they 
rather ſpent their Time in refleftions upon the Duke and other his Mt 
/niſters, and their Counſcls, he was forced to Ditlolve them, having with 
\rwo Subſidics ( which was all he could get) loſt the Opportunity of being 
able to Support his Friends and Allies, as alſo that Honour and Terror 
among his Encmics abroad, which the Union and Hearty AﬀeCtions of 
his Parliament, would have rcndred great and dreadtul ; but now he be- 
came mean and contemptible ;. That Prince who hath not Power over his 
own Subjects at home, bcing-in no probable Capacity of doing any great 
matters abroad. - . 

The King being Embarqued in a War both with Spain, the Empire 
and France, to carry it on, took up Money of the Subject by way of Loan,

| grear Occaſion of hcart-burning among his Subjects, and was the firſt 
ſtep ro promote the Cry againſt him, of a Deſign to Govern Arbitrarily, 
and with an Abſolute Deſpotick Power over the Eſtates of his Subjects. 
To prevent this, the King Summons a Second Parliament ; but they did 
not only run in the ſame Channel, bur the Torrent riſe much higher, and 
ow the Duke was Accuſed of all rhe Miſcarriages, and collaterally the 
King, becauſe he would not. give him up as a Sacrifice to the animoſity | 
of his Encmics ; one of the RefleCtions being, That rhe Cauſe of all the 
Grievances was for that, as it was faid of Lew: the Kleventh of France, 
All the King's Council rides upon one Horſe.

| Of the ſame ſtrain and temper was the ſucceeding Parliament which 
| was Summoned to meet March 17. 1626. and generally compolcd of the 
[ſame Members; and though the King by Granting in this Parliament 
| the Petition of Right, gave all the Aſhurance thar a Gratious Prince could | 
| poſſibly give, That he intended to Goyern according to the known Laws, 
\and was far from any Arbitrary Deſigns, yet they fell hotly upon the 
| matter. of Tonnage and Poundage, for the taking of which, rhey would 
read no Bill, till the King ſhould relinquith all Claim to it upon any 
other Title than the Free Grant and Benevolence ot his Subyects ; and 
at the laſt it came to that height, that the whole Diſcourie of the Men 
of the Puritanical Party was, Ot the danger of Popery and Slavery, as 
may be ſeen in the Hiſtorical Colleftions, in Mr. Rouſe and Mr. Pym's 
Speeches : And how much they influenced thoſe without , is eafie to 
imagine. 

In ſhort, as appears by the King's Declaration of the Cauſes of his Diſ- 
ſolving thar Parliament, they proceeded to that violence, as by force to 
keep the Speaker in the Chair, to refuſe the Serjeant of their Houſe as 
well as the Speaker, the Liberty to attend the King upon his Command ;

Secondly, Whoſoever ſhall Counſel or Adviſe the taking and levying of 
the Subſidies of Tonnage and Poundage, not being Granted by a Parlia- 
ment, or ſhall be an Actor or Inſtrument therein, ſhall likewiſe be reputed 
an Innovator in the Government, and a Capital Enemy to the Kingdom and 
Common-wealth. 


Thirdly, If any Merchant, or Perſon whatſoever, ſhall voluntarily yield 
or pay the ſaid Subſidies of Tonnage and Poundage, not being Granted by a 
Parliament , he ſhall likewiſe be reputed a Betrayer of the Liberties of 
England, and an Enemy to the ſame. | 


Hereupon the King by Proclamation Diſſolves them, wherein is this 
Remarkable Claule, 7 hat his Majeſty did, and ever would diſtinguiſh between 
thels. who in this Parliament have ſhewed good Afﬀedlion to Religion and Go- 
vernment, and thoſe that have given themſelves over to Faflion, and to work 
diſturbance to the Peace and good Order of the Kingdom. 

The Faction had nor vented all their Venom in the Houſe, bur re- 
ſerved a great meaſure to diſpoſe of in the Countrey, toaſperſe his Ma- 
jeſties Government, and alienate the AﬀeCtions of his People from him. 
And the Impriſonment of thoſe Menibers who were the Authors of this

did not judge him the real Caufe, bur as the tore-mentioned Letrer in- 
formed the King, they ob.iquely :aimed at his Majeſty himſelf, whom 
they endeavoured to wound rhrough the ſides of the Duke. 

In this Poſture were his Myeſties Aﬀairs when the unhappy Commo- 
tions began in Scotland, of which the Reader will havean Account in the 
following Papers.

the great Engines with which they raiſed the Mobile, were the falſe 
Suggeſtions of the Deſigns of the Kings and their Miniſters, and the Su- 
perior Clergy, to introduce Popery and Superſtition in the Church, and 
Arbitrary Government in theſe Kingdoms. The Reader will with the 
ſame Eaſe perczive that theſe Suggeſtions wer2 mere Calumnies and Ar-

The Earl being brought ts the King, with very great | 
demonſtrations of Afﬀettion on the Marqueſſes part, the King without taking | 
any great Notice of him, gave him his hand to kiſs aud ſo turned a y; | 
which ſo confirmed the Truth of that falſe Report which Hamilton had de- 
livered to him, that in great diſpleaſure and diſdain he makes to Scotland, 
where he found thoſe who knew how to work on ſuch humors as he brought 
along with him, till by ſeconding the Information which he had from Hamil-| 


ton, the Covenanters faſhion d him wholly to their Will and Deſigns. ©

It is further obſervable how in this Covenant they ſwelled their com-! 
plaints beyond thoſe in their Tumults or Petitions ; in thoſe the Servyice-! 
Book and Canons were the only grievances : now they complain of, 
and abjure the five Articies of Pearth, though Eſtabliſhed by Acts of 
Parliament and Aiſemblies ; ths High Commiſion, quietly ſetled from 
the Year 1609. the Prelates ſitting in Judicatures ; thereby robbing His 
Majeſty of the Service and Abilities of His Subjects : as it Holy Orders 
did ſuperinduce a diſability for Civil Wiſdom and Prudence ; whereas: 
they hold that even jure 41vino, Noblemen, Gentlemen, Merchants, Tay - 
lors, Sadlers, Shoomakers and other Mechanicks, may fit and give Sen- 
tence in Parochial Seflions and Presbyteries, in Eccleſiaſtical Aﬀairs of 
the higheſt nature even to Excommunication : and in the General Afſem- 
bly in Queſtions, de Fide, Caltu & a wage of Faith, Worſhip and 
Diſcipline, which Judicatory they hold ro be above the Seſſion, Council, 


they have undertaken to determine the moſt difficult points which they 
never underſtood ; ( viz.) Predeſtination, Univerſal Grace, Irreſiſtibility 
of Grace, concurrence of Free-will and Grace, Final falling away and 
ſuch like : which Power though they uſurp to their Aſſembly, yet they 
deny to the Biſhops. 

Secondly, Tt is obſervable how this Covenant was reſented abroad by 
Papiſts and Proteſtants : by Papiſts with infinite joy, in hopes it might 
oblige His Majeſty and Succeſlors to deteſt that Religion whoſe Zealors 
had been Authors of fuch an intolerable Covenant as was ncoſiſen 
with Monarchy. The Prieſts and Jeſuites from Doway and other Setnina- 
ries, came over in great numbers upon that incouragement, hoping to 
find favour; inſomuch that His Majeſty was forced by rigorous proceed- 
ings to force them to retire. By the Proteſtants the Covenant was received 
as His Majeſtics Publick Miniſters abroad gave Him an account, with | 
moſt offenſive ſcandal and grief ; for at Charenton and other places in 
France, and at Gezeva, the Miniſters and Confiſtory were afraid this

After many Conſultations with the Council of Exgl/ard, and ſuch 
of the Council of Scotland as were then in England, the Marquels of) 
Hamilton was appointed Lord High Commiſſioner of Scotland, and Sir 
John Hamilton ſent to give Notice of his coming, and that he had full 
Inſtructions from His Majeſty to conclude and determine all things re- 
lating to the Peace and Settlement of the Kingdome. His Commiſſion 
under the Great Seal of Scotland, which he preſented to the Council then

They drew up 
ten Articles, which with great diligence were diſperſed through the King- 
com.

While the Marqueſs was on his way he was informed that the 'Tables 
had ordered that none who had ſubſcribed the Covenant {ſhould meet or 
attend him without their leave ; ſo notwithſtanding he ſent for his Friends, 
Relations, the Gentlemen of his Name, Vaſlals and Tenants, he was ob- 
liged to endure rhe Aferont of going unattended by them : yet was he 
honourably received and conducted to Dalkeith by all the Council, moſt 
of the Lords of the Seſſion, and great 'Troops of fuch of the Nobility and 
Gentry who had not ſubſcribed the Covenazt. | 

The Reafons why the- Tables laid this Charge upon the Covenanters 
were Firſt, That they might not ſeem to ſhew the leaſt reſpe& to ſuch 
who were diſaffe&ted to the Covenant though of the greateſt Quality. 
Seccudly, To make tryal of their Powers ; tor if they were able to prevail 
with their Accomplices to break the Bonds of Nature, Blood, Civility, 
and Vaſſalage, there were no Obligations able to diyert their Obedience 
to the DiCtates of rhe Tables. | 

At the Commillioners arrival he met with many difficulties and diſ-' 
couragements. His Majeſtey had ſent a ſmall proviſion of Arms, Two' 
Hundred Muſquets, as many Pikes, and ſome Ammunition for the Caſtle! 
of Edenburgh, theſe the Covenanters would have ſeized, but were pre- 


upon which they gave out, that there was a deſign to blow up the Heads 
of the Covenanters at Dalkeith, ſhould they have gone thither ro the 
Commiſſioner ; an aſperſion falſe even to ridiculouſneſs; but however they 
did not believe it themſelves, they made uſe of ir to exaſperate the igno- 
rant and credulous multitude, and to cover their uncivil deportment and' 
reſolution of taking no notice of the Lord Commiſſioner, and adrefling no 
Petitions to him. They had a Deſign to ſeize the Caſtle at Fdenburgh, 
but gave it over, and only beſet it with ſtrong Guards, that no Perſon or 
Proviſion could paſs to or from it without their permiſſion. While they 
made this outcry about theſe Arms, two good Ships came to them loaden 
with Arms and Ammunition which they, landed openly. 
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going to the Tables, and.the Tables relolute not to Petition the Lord 
Commiſlioner : at laſt by advice from the Tables, the Citizens of Eden- 
vurgh ſupplicared the Lord Commitlioner rocome to Haly-rood-houſe, where 
they might {hew their affection to His Myeſties Service by attending his 
Directions. He returned Anſwer, that if they would undertake to be 
Maſters and Governors of the Ciry, ſuppreſs the Infurrections, and 
diſmiſs the Guards ſet upon the Caſtle, he would in a day or two repair 
chicher ; all which they undertook to pertorm, whereupon accordingly he 
removed from Dalkeith to Haly-rood-houſe, attended by the Council, and 
ſuch of the Nobility and Gentry as were affectionate ro His Majeſty ; 
about two miles from Edenburgh he was met by the whole Body of the 
Nobility, Gentry and Covenanters then in the City, who came in a di- 
ſtint body ro ſhew. how numerous they were in compariſon of the Com- 
pany they met, and cntreared him to rceive a Speech from one who had 
been a ſilenced Miniſter ; which conceiving it might be of the ſame leaven 
with their Sermons, he declined. "Tims was he conduCted ro the Palace 
with multicudes of both Sexes, whoſe acclamations were curſes and ex- 
clamarions againſt Popery and Biſhops. a 
Being ſettled, he immediately offered rwo Propoſitions to their confi- 
deration. Firſt, What they expected from him in His Majeſties Name 
for Satisfaction of their Complaints, and Redreſs of their Grieyances. 


and returning to their Obedience, Both were with ſcorn rejected, and 
nothing would fatisfie but a General Aſſembly and Parliament, in which

. ion; by which device they gained theſe four things: | 
A notable Po-. Firſt, Thathaving atleaſt an equal vote of the Laity, no Minifter ſhould 
icy. be choſen Commiſſioner to the Aſſembly but whom they pleaſed; - for ſix 
Miniſters being the Candidates our of which three were to be choſen, theſe 
|f{ix were to have no voices, fo that the lay-votes muſt excced by ſix. 
Secondly, That for the ſame reaſon the Miniſters in the Presbyteral 
weekly meetings ſhould never have the caſting voice. 
Thirdly, That whatever was concluded in the Aſſembly ſhould alſo 
certainly paſs in the Parliament, for deſigning to take away His Majeſties 
negative Voice, all the Nobility and ſuch of the Gentry as were like to be 
{choſen Commiſſioners for the Shires, were by the Tables Inſtructions to

Theſe concluſions received great oppoſition from rhe Miniſters who

Ft, 
The Eſections being paſt, the Commiſſioner purſued the ſwearing and 
ſubſcribing the Confeſſion. The morning before the Colledge of Juſtice 
the Lords of the Seffion were to be ſworn, Roock out of the ordinary 
courſe was put up to Preach before them, where he indeavoured to per- 


ſuade them rhat it was unlawful and plain perjury to ſwear and m—_ ; 
which| 
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which nevertheleſs the Lords being twenty, all except four of the falſe; 
ſtamp, did there ſubſcribe and ſwear the ſaid Confeſſion. Thus did the 
Faction graſp at Sovereignty, continually contemning His Myyeſties Go-; 
vernment and Authority, | 
Finding their indeavours fruitlefs with rhe Lords of the Seſſion, they | 
indeavoured to ſtop the Subſcription abroad by ſending Copies of their 
Proteſtation. At Glaſcow the Lord- Lowdan and others, cauſed a Libel to 
be read againſt the Archbiſhop in his own Cathedral ; and with perſuaſi- 
ons and threatnings adjured the Provoſt, Magiſtrates and Miniſters not 
to Subſcribe. They farther perſuaded rhe People that the Lord Com- 
miſſioner deſigned to prorogue the Aſſembly, and that His Majeſty ne- 
ver intended any thing promiſed in His Declaration. And conceiving they 
had committed two Errors, one in Petitioning for an Aſſembly, which 
they took to be in their own power to indict. Secondly, Thar if in the 
Aſſembly His Majeſties Acts of Grace ſhould paſs into As of Aſſembly, 
the People might be undeceived, they therefore reſolved if poſlible to 
force the Lord Commiſſioner either to Prorogue or Diſlojve the Aſſembly : 
to this end they reſolved to increaſe the diſorders and multiplie was] 
affronts to that degree as ſhould force him to do it, and that then they 
mighr indi&t one by their own Authority. By Letters from the Tables 
they complained of violence pur upon the people to force them to Subſcribe 
the Confeſſion, the Copies of which to the Lord Commiſſioner follow. 


Pleaſe your Grace. 


E were glad of the indiftion of an Aſſembly, as the mean to bring our 
WW complaints to an end : and as we f ;<crs ped for our part to do our 
endeavour that all matters might be carried in a peaceable way, and no man 
troubled in any ſort till that time, ſo did we certainly expect that no violence 
or moleſtation ſhould have been uſed againſt any of thoſe who had ſubſcribed 
the late Covenant : and yet, far contrary to our expeftation, are brought 
hither almoſt every hour grievous complaints from many of the People, in di- 
vers parts of the Kingdom, that they are by the threatnings and open violence 
of ſome Stateſmen, Councellors and Barons, conſtrained to ſubſcribe a Con-|- 
feſfſion of Faith, and Band ; ſome with blind and doubting minds, and others 
againſt their Conſciences, to the great trouble of their ſouls, and great di- 
fturbance of the peace of the Country, contrary to ſuch peaceable preparations 
as ſhould have preceded a perfeft pacification at a General Aſſembly. If we | 
had heard but ſome complaints of this kind, we would have ſpared both your 
Graces pains and our own, but complaints being multiplied more and more, we 
could not of duty but make ſome repreſentation thereof to your Grace, that 
ſome courſe may be taken for preſent ſuppreſſing this ſo irreligzous and un- 
juſt manner of doing ; and for preventing the hard conſequences that may en- 
ſue from people who are thas preſſed to ſubſcribe againſt their minds, and 
from others who are joyned in Covenant with them; which, as it is humbly

For what place in Aſſemblies 
Archbiſhops and Biſhops had in other Chriſtian Nations, the ſame they 
had (no doubt) in Scotland, and yer {till do retain, except by ſome mu- 
nicipal Law it hath beer'reſtrained, which cannot be ſhown. For tae re- 
ſtraint of their Authority by the ACt of Parliament, 1592. is reſtored by 
the Act of Parliament, 1606. and 1609. and all Acts prejudicial to their 
juriſdiction abrogated. Neither dorh that ACt, x 592. eſtabliſhing general 
Aſſemblies, debar Biſhops from preſiding therein ; nor. the abrogation of 
their Commiſſion- granted to them by Act of Parliament in Eccleſiaſtical 
Cauſes, imply and infer the abrogation of that Authority which they 
received not from the Parliament but from. Chriſt, from: whom they re- 
ceived the Spiritual overſight of the Clergy.under their Charge ; whereto 
belongeth the Preſidentſhip in all Aſſemblies for matters ſpiritual, always 
with cue ſubmiſſion to the ſupreme Governour : which is ſo intrinſecally 


they are Preſidents of all Aſſemblics of the Clergy : as the Chancellour 


| of the Kingdom hath place in Council and Seſſion, not by any A& or 


Statute, bur hoc ipſo that he is Chancellour. By Act of Parliament Biſhops 
are declared to have their right in Synods and other inferiour meetings, 
but by no Law reſtrained nor debarred from the exerciſe of itin National 
Aſſemblies: and the Law allowing Biſhops to be Moderators of the Synads, 
doth preſent a Liſt in abſence of the Metropolitan, to whom of right this 
place doth belong, as faid is, out of which the Moderator of the general Af- 
ſembly ſhall be choſen. . For, is it not more agreeable rg Reaſon, Au and 
Decency,, thatout of Moderators of Synodsa Moderator of the general Aſ- 
ſembly ſhould be choſen, than of the interiour Clergy ſubje& to them ?

that Epiſcopal Government was not aboliſhed in 
the year 1580. whereunto albeit there is no ne- 
ceſlity of Anſwer, ſeeing the meaning of the-Kirk 
of Scotland in her Confeſſion of Faith 1s only to be ſought from her ſelf, and 
the Regiſters of her Aſſembly, and not from rhe Parliament, yer theſame 
ſhall be ſpecially anſwered inthe order that they are alledged: after thele 
rwo generals are offered to the Reader his conſideration. Firſt, After the 
Reformation of this Kingdom, the Kirk was ſtill wreſtling againſt all cor- 
ruptions, and eſpecially againſt Epiſcopacy. Burt though they clegrly and 
frequently condemned the ſame, yer the power of the Enemies of Refor- 
mation withſtood them long : So that her own Policy could not be ob- 
tained ratified expreſly & ſpeczfice in Parliament, till the year of God x 592. 
which abrogateth all chole preceeding As, alledged. in the contrary. 
Secondly, That Ads of Parliament can no more make Eccleſiaſtical Offices, '

Bearing rhat no Biſhop nor other Prelate in this Realm, uſe any | 
juriſdiction in time coming by the Biſhop of Rowes Aurhority, It is evident 
hereby that Epiſcopacy 1s ' altogether condemned, as all other Prelacy 
was: for before that time they had no juriſdiction but from the Pope :

As for the Kings Oath, the ſame containerh no. mention of Biſhops, 
but by the contrary, the King is obliged thereby to. maintain the tfe Re- 
ligion of Jeſus Chriſt, the Preaching of His Holy Word, and right Ad- 
miniſtration of the Sacraments, then received and Preached within this 
Realm. And ſeeing it is cleared by the preceeding Relation, that Biſhops 
were never allowed, but oppugned by the Kirk of Scozland, that Oath 
doth not allow, but exclude Epiſcopacy- which is alſo more perſpicuous 
in the ſhort Confeſſion, 1580. and 158x. when the Kirk ſet down her 
conſtant Policy in Doctrine and Diſcipline grounded upon the word of 
God, wherein the Hierarchy is abjured as contrary thereto; and craved 
an Oath from His Majeſty tor maintenance thereot, which now alſo our 
gracious Sovereign in the judgment of the Kirk of Scotland' is obliged to 
maintain, as being founded upon rhe Word of God, and excluſive of Epiſ- 
copacy as repugnant thereto. "The Acts of Parliament thereafter par- 
ticularly cited are thefe mentioned in order. 

The 24. A x567. ratifying all Civil -Priviledges formery granted to 
the Spiritual Eſtate, and the 35.

Acts of Aſſembly betore the Book of Diſcipline, and unprinted Ads of ' 
Parliament : The Kirk by her Commiſſioners daily reaſoning and agree: 
ing with the Kings Majeſty and his Commiſſioners upon theſe heads of 
Policy, whereupon the Parliament, by the faid 69. Act 1579. declareth 
there is none other juriſdiction Eccleſiaſtical ro be acknowledged, but 
that which is in this Reformed Kirk, and floweth therefrom, which cx 
tinguiſheth Epiſcopacy ; becauſe it doth not flow from this Reformed Kirk: 
neither can produce its. Charter fron her: for beſides that it was aboliſhed 
by the foreſaid Ads 1567. Ir was condemned alſo in the Book of Po 
licy, and in the General Aſſembly holden at Dundee, 1580. And their| | 
whole Eſtate Spiritual and Femporal, condemned in the Aſſembly at, 
Glaſgow, 1581. And fo acknowledged by His Majeſties Comimitiioner 
| in the Aſſembly at Edenburgh, 1581. So that by this Act of Parliament! 
| 1579. The Biſhops are ſo aboliſhed, that unleſs they be eſtabliſhed by: 
| lawtul Aſſemblies of the Kirk, no A& of Parliament ſince can conducc; 
| for their eſtabliſhment : ſeeing this Act with the other Acts for their;

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If the fame contribute any thing, for Epiſcopacy, it muſt either be becauſe!

The Acts of Parliament, x58r. were better alledged for Aſſomblics | 
than Biſhops, tor it is an expreſs ratification of the former Acts of aboli- 
tion of Biſhops, and abrogation of all Acts or Conſtitutions, Canons Civil 
or Municipal contrary to the Religion then preſently proteſt within this 


Kingdom : which is not only clearly expreſt in the words : bur if they were 
doubtſome ( as they are not ) were manifeſt for theſe Reaſons. Fir/?, The 
Aſſembly holden at Edenburgh, abour the very fame day, honoured with 
the preſence of His Majeſties Commiſſioner, is acknowledged by him to 
have condemned Epiſcopacy, whereunto Temporal JuriſdiEtion is annexed :

ſworn to the Presbyterial and abjurcd Epiſcopal Government. 7 hirdly, This| 
ratificatjon of the former Acts of Parliament muſt be interprered, according 
to the words thereof, to be in all points, which are not prejudicial to that 
purity of Religion - and Liberty of the Kirk preſently profeſſed within 
this Realm. And at this time the whole Eſtates had ſubſcribed the ſhort 
Confeſſion and ſo ſworn to the Diſcipline, ſet down in the Book of Dilſci- 
line, which by this Act is ratified in the firſt place, betore any ſpecial enu- 
meration of particular Ads. Foxrthly, Tt hath been formerly ſhown that

ratific the former Acts whercin Arch-bithops, Biſhops, Syperinrendents, 
or other Commillioners of the Kirk are named, yer tecing the ſaid Acts 
are alternative conceived, the vigour and ctticacy thercot ſubſiſts by rhis 
ratification in the laſt alternative ; viz. Commitlioners from the Kirk, Dio- 
ceſs or Province: ſecing the remanent were formerly condemned : eſpe: 
cially by this Aſſembly of Edenburgh holden the time of the Parliament. 
Fifthly, This ratification 1581. of the former Acts'made in favour of the 
true Religion repeating only the titles of thefe Acts and not themſelves, 
cannor import any corroboration of the Offices under the titles mentt- 
oned in theſe former Acts : becauſe this ratification, can only be extencied 
to the matter, and not to the deſignation of the perſons, expreſt in the 
tormer Acts : which is only perſonal and circumſtantial, as tor inſtance, 
this Act x581. could-not confer any power or employment upon Super-i 
intendents : becauſe that Office was then abrogate ; and out of the Kirk.' 
But the true meaning of the A&t is; that ratifying the ſubſtance and mat- 


theſe whom the Kirk ſhall lawfully Authorize with Commiſiion for that 
end, which is more,maniteſt in the x 14. Act Parliament, 12. 1592. whercin 
this Act 168r. and all the Acts therein containedare ratified guoad mate- 
riam : and yetall Arch-biſhops and Commillioners are diſcharged and all 
Eccleſiaſtical matters ſubjected ro Presbyteries.

De fatto the former Biſhops being continually proceſſed and ſentenced 
by the Kirk, theſe who preſumed to uſurp that Office condemned by the 
Kirk, namely Mr. Patrick Adamſon. and Mr. Robert Mountgomerie in the 
year 1582. 1584. 1586. they were deprived- and excommunicated, by 
this Kirk before rhe Parliament, 15g7. 

. De fafto no Eccleſiaſtical Biſhop voted in Parliament but Mountgo- 


| [mery and Adamſon, who were taken in by the Earl of Arran, unto the 


Parliament holden in May, at Fdenburgh, 1584. Wherein the three Eſtates 
ratifierh the honour and dignity of the three Eſtates, fo that as theſe two 
Biſhops cannot be called the third Eſtate which doth ratific, ſo the Eſtate 
of Biſhops, cannot be called the third Eitate, whichis ratified : eſpecially 
ſeeing by that ſame Parliament in the 132. AC. Biſhops of the Diccels 
are but nominate the Kings Commiſſioners. And in the laſt A& of 
that ſame Parliament, printed of old in black letter, there is ſect down 
the Kings Commiſlion granted to the ſaid pretended Biſhop Adamſon. 

4. From 1581. till the year 1597. the quoter doth not cite nor can 
cite any ACt of Parliament cxpreſly nominating any Eccleſiaſtical Biſhop, 
but that in the year 1574. wherein he is named as one amongſt other 
the Kings Commiſſioners, whereof ſome were meer ſecular perſons. 

5. Ic is clear by the firſt A of the ninth Parliament, 584. and the 
ceventh Act of the tenth Parliament, 1585. that Biſhopricks, Prelacies, 
Abbacies, Priories, Nunneries, were then thought to be alike in the Kings 
hands, were granted to whatſoever perſons being His ſubjects, albeit rhey 
brooked no Office in the Kirk: ſo that ſome of theſe Lordſhips and 
Baronies were erected before 1587. and excluded from the annexation. 

6. As the Kirk had ever been craving the diſſolution of Prelacies, and 
condemning the temporal as well as the ſpiritual eſtare of Biſhops, by their 
Act of the Aſſembly, 1581. and by their Cenſure of the Presbytery of 
Striviling for admitting Mountgomerze to the temporality of the Biſhoprick 
of G/aſgow, and Cenſure of Mountgomerie tor aſpiring thereto, contrary 
to the Word of God and Acts of the Kirk in the Aſſembly, 1587. Funz. 
So in the eleventh Parliament of King Fames the Sixth, twenty ninth of 
July, 1587. At 29. The three Eſtates of Parliament annexerh to the 
Crown, all Lordſhips and Baronies pertaining to whatſoever, Arch-biſhops, 
or Biſhops, Abbots, Pryors, Nuns and Monks : reſerving always to Arch- 
biſhops, Biſhops, Abbots, Pryors, Pryoreſſes, Commendators, and orhers 
poſſeſſors of great Benefices of the eſtate of Prelats, and which before 
had or hath vote in Parliament, the principal Caſtles and Fortalices : 
whereby it is clear, that the /ty/us curiz naming three Eſtates did no

{iſt, bur in and by the Benefice. and therefore Eccleſiaſtical perſons ſeparate 
ro the Goſpel for want of their great Benefices, had no vote in Parliament, 
till the year, 1597.) albeit all the interveened Acts are made by the three 
Eſtates, ) wherein the Kings Majeſty reſtoreth Miniſters to the Titles and 
Dignities of Prelacies, which ſhewerh that before they were diſponed to 
others than Miniſters ; and provideth that Miniſters preſented to theſe 
Titles and Dignities, and ro the benefice of Biſhopricks, ſhall have vote 
in Parliament ; which ſheweth that rhe benefice and not the office giveth 
right to vote in Parliament, like as the very Act of Parliament, 1 606. 
acknowledgeth, that by the A& of Annexation of the Temporality of 
Benefice to the Crown, 1587. the eſtate of Biſhops were indireQtly abo- 
liſhed ; and therefore they behoved to reſcind the Act of Annexation anent 
the Benefice, and reſtore them to theſe Titles and Dignitics, before Miniſters 
could vorc in Parliament, but theſe Acts alſo are hereafter Anſwered. 
7. Burt as for 130. At 1584. no Biſhop is therein mentioned : and yet 
it is adduced for Biſhops, becauſe the three Eſtates are therein named, 
under one of which the Prelate claimeth to be comprehended, but why 
more he than Abbots and Pryors formerly aboliſhed, as well as Epiſcopacy? 
Why more by that Act, than many formerly made when Biſhops neither 
rode, fate, nor voted in Parliament; but were expugned out of this Kirk, 
and yer the Acts were all made by rhe three Eſtates, which albeit ir need- 
eth none other demonſtration than that it is ſtylus cari, carctully obſerved 
in this Kingdom ; Yet the truth is, that the Nobility, Barons, and Bur- 
rows were the three Eſtates of this Kingdom, many hundred years after 
Chriſtianity, before any Biſhops were in this Kingdom, as is obſerved by 
Buchanan and Boetius, and acknowledged by Leſfly in his Chronicles ;- and 
after the Biſhops were abrogate expreſly the three Eſtates of Parliament 
did continue, and make all Acts of Parliament. Yea, after the year x 592. 
where Biſhops were diſcharged, for if Biſhops were an Eſtate, there behoved 
to be four Eſtates ef Parliament ; as there are ſo many named in the Com- 
miſtion granted by King James, and King Charles, viz. The Clergy, No 
bility, Barons, and Burrows, and that as Eccleſiaſtical perſons ſeparate to 
che Goſpel, ſince the Reformation, were never warranted to voice in Par- 
liament, while 1597. So on the other part, the Barons are, and have 
been, as an Eſtate of Parliament in uncontraverted poſſeſſion'of voting in 
Parliament, conform to the 101.

char effect a great quantity of ammunition was brought by Sea from for: 
reign parts to have been clanideſtinely imported into the Caſtle of Eder 
Eurgh, as no doubt it was intended, ſeeing the famine was unloaded in the 
dead time of the night : And we conſidering that in cafe the ſamine had 
becn imported into the Caſtle, with other proviſion and ſtore formerly 


'of that place, and tended to our great prejudice, by with-drawing them, 
upon that terrour, and diſplacing us irom our ordinary meetings ; upon 
theſe reaſons and conſiderations we prevecned the famine by ſuch a loyal. 
way as cannot be offenſive to Authority : * For the ſafety of the publict 
is the end of lanfulneſs, and ſupreme Law. And the adverſaries of our Re- 
ligion having formerly boaſted, by that proviſion fo to furniſh the Caſtle, 
that it might beardown the Town of Edenburgh, and bar the ſupplicants 
trom mecting therein, we had juſt reaſon to hinder thar fetter of ſlavery to 
be put upon the 'Town; and that the Caſtle of Fdenburgh, which is 
amongſt the firſt ſtrengths. of the Land againſt forcign forces, might be 
turned as a ſpecial envine ot conſtraint againſt the ſubjets, to hinder their 
lawtul meetings, or to force the Town of Edenburgh to ſeparate from 
rhe reſt of the ſupplicants: Which great prejudice the Law of Nature 
reaches us to avoid, and yet we have not proceeded therein without the 
warrant of the Acts of Parliament.

what hazard and dilhonour they ſubject this Kingdom to, all men may 
caſity judge, that will but equally and impartially weigh them. 

His Mazeſty hath bcen by this means reduced to ſuch ſtraits and extre- 


'mities, that were not his Care of the Publick Good and Safety the greater, 
theſe men (as muchas in them lyes) would quickly bring ruine and con-| 


tuſion to the State, and render contemptible this glorious Monarchy. 

But this frowardneſs and unduriful behaviour of theirs, cannot leſſen 
his Mzjeſties Care of preſerving the Kingdoms entruſted to his Prote&ti- 
on and Government, nor his gracious and tender Aﬀettion to his People, 
tor whole good and comfort his Majeſty by Gods gracious aſliſtance will 
ſo provide, that all his loving Subjects may ſtill enjoy the happineſs of 
living under the bleſſed ſhadeand protection of his Royal Scepter. 

In the meantime, to the endall his Majeſtics loving Sukjects may know, 
how graciouſly his Majelty is inclined to hear and redreſs all the juſt Grie- 
vances of his people as well out of Parliament as in Parliament, his Majeſty 
doth hereby further declare his Royal Will and Pleaſure, that all his loving 
Subjects who have any juſt cauſe to preſent, or complain of any Grievances 
or Oppreſſions, may treely addreſs themſelves by their humble Petitions 
to lis Sacred Myeſty, who will graciouſly hear their Complaints, and 
ive ſuch firting Redreſs therein, that all his People ſhall have juſt cauſe 
to acknowledge his Grace and Goodneſs towards them : and to be fully 
fatisfied, that no Perſons or Aſſemblies can more prevail with his Ma 
jeſty, than the Picty and Juſtice of his own Royal Nature, and the

SabjeCts.

but fo it happened, that ſome Perſons influenced by the Ditcontented 
Party, refuſing to pay that Duty, and being thereupon fued by Procels 
out of the Exchequer, and a ſtay made of their Goods, the Houle of 
Commons took it into rheir Conſideration, and though they all pre- 
tended a willingneſs to ſettle Tonnage and Poundage vpon his Majeſty, 
yet they pretended they could not do ir, unleſs the King would firſt 
diſclaim all Right to it but by Grant of Parliament, and caute all the 
Goods to be reſtored which had been detained by the -Officers of the 
Cuſtoms; and in the mean time they fell ſeverely upon the ſaid Offi- 
cers; whereupon the King ſending a Meſſage to them by Mr. Secretary 
Coke, to let them Underitand, 7hat though he gave them thanks for ſe- 
ering the Intereſt of the Cuſtomers from that of his Majeſty, yet he was 
bound in honour 10 acknowledg as Truth, that what was done by the Farmers, 
was done by his Majeſties Expreſs Commandment and Direfion, and that

already alſo pleaded for by our Prelates in print. © 
Theſe two Crowns being obtained, he (the Pope) doth frame and make his 
third Crown himſelf, and ſets that upmoſt upon the rop "This Crown alſo 
hath its Law, 2nd that 1s Jus Cazonicum, the Canon Law, of more uſe unto his 
Pop:ſhip than hoth the other Juſt ſo our Prelates from the pretended diyi-

Sir I conceive theſe Canons do contain ſundry matters, which are not ozly contrary y 
the Laws of this Land, but alſo de5truttive of the very principal and fundamental i, 
of this Kinzdom.

have aſſumed unto themſelves a Parliamentary power, ard that too in a very high degree,

1 know not what is. IVay it 15 the higheſt matter that can fall under the conſideration of 
Parliament, and ſuch apoint as wherein they would have walked with more tenderneſs an 
circumſpettion than th:ſe bold Divines have done. And farely, as this was an aft of ſuch 
preſumption as no age can parallel : ſo it 15 of ſuch dangerons conſequence as nothing can 
be more. For they do not only take upon them to deter mine matter s of this nature, but alſo 
under great penalties, forbid all Parſons, Vicars, Curates, Readers in Div: nity, Oc, 
ſpeak any other wayes of them than as they had defined, by which means having «ized pun 
all the Conduits, whereby knowledge is conveyed to.the peaple, how eaſie would it be fo 
then in time, to undermine the Kings Prerogative, and to ſuppre(s the ſubjects Liberty,

And new (Sir) T beſeech you to conſider how they have defined this hiph and oreat point 
they have dealt with us in matter of Divinity, as the Tudges had done be fore in matter of 
Law : they firſt took upon them to determine a matter that belonged not to their Judic 
ture, but only to the Parliament, and after by their judgment they overthrew our propriety, 
and juſt ſo have theſe Divines dealt with xs : they tell us that K ings are'an Ordinance 
Goa, of Divine Right, and founded in the prime Laws of Nature, from whence it wil 
follow that all other forms of government , as Ariſtocracies, and Democracies, are 
wicked forms of government, contrary to the Ordinance of God, and Prime Laws of Na- 
ture, which 1s ſuch new Divinity as I never read in any Book, but in this new Bockof 
Canons. Dn, EN. 

Mr. Speaker, We all know that Kings, and States, and Judges, and all Magiſerate 
are the Ordinances of God, but (Sir) give me leave to ſay, they were the Ordinances of 
mem, before they were the Ordinances of God. TI know I am upou a great and high point, 
but I ſpeak.by as great and as high a warrant, if St. Peters chair cannot err (as St Peters 
Epiſtles cannot ) thus he teacheth us, Submit your ſelf troevery Ordinance of man for 
the Lords ſake, whether it be to the King as ſupream, or to the Governour, as to 
him that is ſent by him, 6cc. 

(Sir) It is worthy noting, that they are Ordinances of men, but that they are to be ſub- 
mitted unto for the Lords ſake, and truly their power 1s as ju#, and their ſubjefs allegeantt 
as due unto them, though we ſuppoſe them to be firſt ordinances of men, and then confirmed, 
and eſtabliſhed by Goa's Ordinance, as if we ſuppoſe them to be immediate Ordinancesif 
God, and ſo received by men. But there was ſomewhat in it, that theſe Divines aimed 
at, I ſuppoſe it was this.

7 | 
like manner it ts as doubtfull what is meant by the Diſcipline, and what by the DoCtrine of | 
the Church of England, for what ſome call Superititious Innovations, zf others affirm | 
to be conſonant to thePrimitive,and that the pureſt Reformation in the time of Edward the 
6. and mn the beginning of the Reign of Pucen Elizabeth : und ſo for the Doltrine of the 
Church of Ervgland; if all the Poſitions that of later years have been challenged by ſome 
Drvines to be Arminian and Popiſh and contrary tothe Articles of our Religion, | 
ard which on the other ſide have bten aſſerted and maintained as conſonant to the Do- 
ctrine of our Church, and if the Articles of Religion were gatherered together, 
they might make a pretty volume: Nay, Sancta Clara will maintain in defþight 
of the Puritancs, that the DoCctrin of the Church of Rome, is the Dottrin of the 
Church of England. Truely it were wery fit that we kyew, what were the Doftrin and 
Diſcipline of the Church ot Exgland betore we ſwear to it, and then (Sir) give me 
leave to ſay, that I ſhould be very loath to ſwear to the Diſcipline, or to the Do- 
Ctrine and Tenets of the pureſt Church in the World, as they are colleCted by 
them, farther than they agree with the Holy Scriptures. | 

La#tly, it is as doubtful what ts meant, by the DoCtrin and Diſcipline eſtabliſhed, and 
what by altering and conſenting to alter, whether that #® accompted, or eftabliſhed, which 
” eftabliſhed by a Att of Parliament, or whether that alſo that is eſtabliſhed, by 
Canons, Injunctions, &c. and whether it ſhall not extend to that which ispubliſh- 
ed by our Divines with the allowance of authority, and ſo for conſenting to alter whe- 
ther it be only meant, that a man ſhall not be aftive in altering, or whether it extend to any 
ronſent, and fo that a man ſhall not ſubmit to it,nor accept of it,being altered by the State. 

More ambiguities might be ſhewn, but theſe are enough tov make it clear, that he that 
ſhall take this Oath cannot ſwear in judgment. Nor can he ſwear in Truth, for it is 
full of untruihs: Tt is nor true, that Diſcipline is neceſſary to Salvation. Je #5 not true; 
that Arch-Biſhops, Bilhops, Deanes, Arch-Deacons, &c. are jure Divine, as they 
mult needs be, if the Law-makers ought of right to eſtabliſh them, as they are 
cltabliſhed : for the Law-makers are not bound as of right, to frame their Laws 
toany Other than the Laws of God alone. Now whether Biſhops be jure Divino, we 
know it 75 4 diſpute among the Pipiſts, and never did any Ping hold it till of late 
years, butthat Arcb-Biſhops, Deans, Arch-Deacons, &c. ſhould be jure Divine, 
doe not know that ever any Chriſtian held ir before, and yet he that taketh this Oath 
muſt ſwear it.

When by the Pacification at Berwick, both Kingdoms looked for Peace and 
Quietneſs, he ſpared not openly 1n the hearing of many, often before the King, 
and privately at the Councel-Table, and the privy Jointo to ſpeak of us as Rebels 
and Traytors, and to ſpeak againſt the Pacitication as atſhonourable, and meet 
ro be broken. Neither did his malignancy and bitterneſs ever ſuffer him to reſt, 
till a new War was centred upon, and all things prepared for our deſtruction, 


By him was it that our Covenant approven by National Aſſemblics, ſubſcribed 
by his Majefties Commiſſioner, and by the Lords of his Majeſties Councel, and by 
them commanded to be ſubſcribed by all the Subjects of the Kingdom, as a teſti- 
mony of our Duty to God, and the King, by him was it {till called ungodly, damm- 
able, Treaſonable ; by him were Oaths invented, and preſſed upon divers of our 


poor Country-men, upon the pain of Impriſonment, and many miſeries, which 
were unwarrantable by Law, and contrary to their National Oath. 


When our Commiſſioners did appear to render the Reaſons of our Demands, 
he ſpared not in the preſence of the King, and Committe, to rail againſt our 
National Aſſembly, as not daring to appear before the World, and Kirks a- 


broad, where himſelf and his actions were able to endure tryall, and againſt 
our juſt and neceſlary defence, as the moſt malicious and Treaſonable contempt 
of Monarchial Government that any by-gone ay hath heard of : His hand alſo 
was at the Warrant for the reſtraint and impriſonment of our Commiſſioners,

When we had by our Declarations, Remonſtrances, and Repreſentations ma- 


Subjects of the Kingdom of England, when the late Parliament could not be mo- 
ved to aſliſt, or enter in War againſt us, maintaining our Religion, and Liberties 
Canterbury did not onely advile the breaking up of that High and Honourable 
Court, to the great grief and hazard of the Kingdom ; but (which is without 
example) did fit ſtill in the Convocation, and make Canons and Conſticutions 
againſt us, and our juſt and rleceſlary defence, Ordaining under all higheſt pains, 
That hereafter the Clergy ſhall Preach four times in the Year, ſuch Doctrine as 
is contrary not only to our proceedings, but to the Doctrine and proceedings 
of other Reforn?d Kirks, to the Judgment ofall found Divines, and Politiques, 
and tending to the utter Slavery and Ruining of all Eſtates and Kingdoms, and 
to the diſhonour of Kings and Monarchs. And as if this had not been ſufficient, 
he procured fix Subſidies to be lifted of the Clergy, under: pain of deprivation 
to all that ſhould refuſe. And which is yet worſe, and above which malice it ſelf 
cannot aſcend, by his means a Prayer is framed, printed, and ſent through all the 
Paroches of England, to be ſaid in all Churches in time of Divine Service, next 
after the Prayer for the Queen and Royal Progeny, againſt our Nation by name 
of Trayterous Subjeits, having caſt off all obedience to our Anointed Soveraign,and 
coming in a rebellious manner to invade England, that ſhame may cover our Faces, 
as Enemies to -God, and the King. _ 

Whoſoever ſhall impartially examine what hath proceeded from himſelf, in 
theſe two books of Canons and Common-prayer, what Doctrine hath been pub- 
liſhed and printed theſe years by-paſt in Englaxd, by his Diſciples and Emiſla- 
ries, what groſs Poperie in the moſt material points we have found , and are 


his own Creatures; his neareſt familiars, and moſt willing inſtruments to advance 
his councils; and projects , fall perceive that his intentions were deep and large 
againſt all the reformed Kirks, and reformation of Religion, which in his Majeſties 
Dominions was panting,. and by this time had rendred up the Ghoſt, if God had 
not in a wonderful way of mercy prevented us: and that if the Pope himſelf had 


have negotiated for Rome, againſt the reformed Kirks,to reduce them to the He- | 
reſies in Doctrine, the Superſtitions and Idolatry in worſhip, and the Tyranny 
in Government which are in that See, and for which the reformed Kirks did 
feparate from it, and. come forth of Babel.

We do indeed confeſs, That the Prelates of England have been of very diſfe. 
rent humors, ſome of them of a more hot, and others of them, men of a mor: 
moderate temper ; ſome of them more, and ſome of them leſs inclinable to Po. 
pery : yet what known truth, and conſtant experience hath made undeniable, we 
muſt at this opportunity profeſs, That from the firſt time of Reformation of the 
Kirk of Scetland, not only after the coming of King James of happy Memory into 
England, but before, the Prclates of England have been by all means unceſlantly 
working the overthrow of our Diſcipline and Government. And it hath 
come to paſs of late , that the Prelates of England having prevailed , and 
brought us to ſubjeftion in the point of government , and finding their long 
waited for opportunity, and a rare congruity of many ſpirits and powers, 
ready to cooperate for their ends, have made a ſtrong aſlault upon all the & 
ternal worſhip, and Doctrine of our Kirk. By which their doing, they did not 
aim to make us conforme to England, but to make Scorland firſt (whoſe weak 
neſs in reſiſting they had before experienced, in the Novations of pgovyers-| 
ment, and of ſome points of worſhip |) and thereafter England conforme to Rom, 
even in theſe matters, wherein England had ſeparated from Rome, ever ſince the 
time of Reformation. . An evil therefore which hath iſſued, not ſo much from 
the perſonal diſpoſition of the Prelates themſelves, as from the innate quality 
and nature of their Office and Prelatical Hierarchy , which did bring forth 
the Pope in ancient times, and never ceaſeth- till it bringeth forth Popiſh 
Doftrine and Worſhip, where it is once rooted, and the principles thereof 
fomented and conſtantly followed. And from that antipathy and inconfiſten- 
cy of the two forms of Eccleſiaſtical Government, which they conceived, and not 
without cauſe, that one Iſland united alſo under one Head and Monarch, was not 
able to bear; the one being the ſame in all the parts and powers, which it was in 
the time of Popery, and now is in the Roman Church.

N our Declarations we have joyned with Canterbury the Lord Lieutenant o 
Ireland, whoſe malice hath ſet all his wits. and power on work, to deviſe and 
miſchief again$t our Kirk and Countrey.

No other cauſe of his malice can'we concerve , but fir# his pride and ſupercilious df 
dait: of the Kirk, of Scotland, which in his opinion declared by his ſpeeches hath mt

* Setondly, our open oppoſition againſt the dangerous innovation of Religion intent 
ed, and very far promoved jn all his Majeſties dominions ; of which he 
ſhewed himſelf in his own way no leſs zealous than Canterbury himſelf as may 
pear by his advancing of ' his Chaplain, D. Bramble, not only ro the Biſhoprick of DE: 
ry, but alſo to be Vicar-general of Ireland, a man prompted for exalring of Car 
terburian Popery, and Arminianiſme, thar thus himſelf might have rhe power of buth 
ſwords, again#t all that ſhould maintain the Reformation, by his bringing of D. Cs 
el, a man of the ſame ſpirit , to the Univerſity of Dablin, for poyſoning tit 
ountains, and corrupting the Seminaries of the Kirk.

| the Pamphlet bearing the counterfeit, Name of Litimachus Nicanor ; all three ſo full of | 
Calumnies, Slanders, and Scurrilities again$ our Countrey, and Reformation, that the 
TFeſuits in their greatest ſpight, could not have ſaid more, yet not enly re Authors were 
countenanced and rewarded by him, but the Books muſt bear his Name, as the great 
Patron both of the Work and Workman. 

When the National Oath and Covenant warranted by our General Aſſemblies, was 
approved by Parliament in the Articles ſubſcribed in the Kings Nap by bis Majeſties 
High Commiſſioner, and by the Lords of Privy Councel, and Commanded to be ſworn 
by his Majeſties Subjeits of al Ranks ;, and particular and plenary Infor mation was given 
unto the Lieutenant, by Men of ſuch Duality as he ought to have believed, of the Loyalty 
of our hearts to the King, of the lawfulneſs of our proceedings, and innocency of our Co- 
wenant, and whole courſe, that he conld have no excuſe : yet his deſperate Malice made 
him to bend his Craft and Cruelty, his fraud and forces againit us. For firſt, he did 
craftily call up to Dublin ſome of our Countrey-men both of the Nobility and Gentry, 
living in Ireland, ſhewing them, That the King would conceive and account them as Con- | 
ſpirators with the Scots, in their rebellious courſes, except ſome Remedy were provided ; 
and for Remedy, ſuggeſting his own wicked invention, to preſent unto him and his own 
wicked Counſel, a Petition, which he cauſed to be framed - the Biſhop of Raphoe, ard 
| was ſeen and corretted by himſelf, wherein they Petitioned to have an O-th grven them, 

containing a formal renuntiation of the Scottiſh Covenant, and a deep aſſurance never fo 
' much as to proteſt again#t any of his Majeſties Commandments whatſ.ever. 
'  INo ſooner was thu Oath thus craftily contriv?d, but in all haFte it is ſent to ſuch pla- 
ces of the Kingdom where our Countrey-men had reſidence , and Men, Worn, and all 
other per ſons above the years of ſixteen, conſtrained either preſently to take the Oath, and 
thereby renounce their National Covenant as Seditions and Trayterons, or with Violence 
and Cruelty to be haled to the Fayl, Fined above the value of their Eſtates, and to be 
kept cloſe Priſoners, and, ſo far as we know, ſome are yet kept in Priſon, both Men and 
Women of good Duality, for not renouncing that Oath which they had taken Forty years | 
ſence, in Oledienc tothe Kino who then lived. A Cruelty enſued, which may parallel 
the Perſecutions of the moſt unchriftian Times : for weak Women dragged to the Bench 
to take the Oath, dyed in the place, both Mother and Child ;, hundreds driven to hide 
themſelves, till in the derkneſt, of the Night they might eſcape by Sea into Scotland, mhi- 


poſſeſſed, to be prey to their perſecuting Enemies, the Lieutenants Officers. And ſome 
inditted and declared pwlty of High Treaſon, for no other guiltineſs but for ſubſcribing 
our National Oath, which was not only impiety and inju$tice 1 it ſelf, and an utter un- 
= of his Majeſties Subje&ts, but was a weakning of the Scots Plantation,to the prejudice 
of that K _ and his Majeties ſervice, and was a high Scandal against the Ki;;"s 
honour, and intolerable abuſe to his MajeSties truſt and authority : his Maje$ties Com- 
miſſion, which was procured by the Lieutenant, bearing no other penalty than a certifica- 
tion of noting the Names of 4 refuſers of the Oath.

I 
would therefore propound a more noble way, and means for the deciſion of the 
preſent Controverſie, than by Queſtion ; In which, if the Univerſity of Oxford 
(which for my own part I do highly reſpeCt and honour) ſhall obtain the Prize, 
it will be far more Glory to it, than to carry it by multitude of Voices, which in- 
deed can be none at all.

This being a great and general caſe, the Barons of the Exchequer deſired the 
aſſiſtance of the reſt of the Judges, who did joyn accordingly. The caſe came to 
be argued, there were four Arguments, two on Maſter Hampaens fide, and two on 
the other fide, the firſt was in Michaclmas Term, after Alholanride, and all the 
four Arguments were ſpeeded before Chriſtmas day, two of them in the Term, 
and no longer time would be procured for the reſt, bur the ſhort vacation between 
Michaelmas Term and Chriſtmas, it was a Caſe of ſo little concernment, that 
whereas in Weſtminſter Hall, Term after Term is uſually given to Argue any 
demurrer, this muſt be argued betwixt Alholantide and Chriſtmas, throughout

N ot only the Kings Honour, but the Safety and very ſubfiſtence of the Kiy 
and People, and of the true Religion abroad, are in m__ danger of ſuffering ir- 
reparably, unleſs not only a ſpeedy, but alſo a preſent ſtop be made ; which can- 
not admit ſo long delay as the calling ofa Parliament the People aſſurlon the 
Royal word of a King, that not one penny ſhould be beſtowed, but on thoſe pub- 
lick Services only, wherein every of them, and the whole body of the Kingdom, 
their Wives, Children and Poſterity, have their perſonal and common lnte- 
reſts. 

The Commiſſioners diligence commanded as they tendered the Kings Honour, 
and ſafety of the Realm ; Here ſalus Regnt periclitabatur, the whole Kingdom was 
in danger, as in the Judges Opinions, and as in the Ship-writs and judgment in 
the Exchequer. Nay my Lords, further ; the Safety and very Subſiſtence of the 
King, People, and true Religion were in danger of ſuffering irreparably, the dange- 
rous inſtance, not a ſpeedy, but a preſent ſtop muſt be made, the ſupply could not 
ſtay for a Parliament ; at this time his Majeſties Coffers were exhauſted, the 
King found his Crown engaged in this War, before the Acceſs of it to himſelf, 
and that by Advice in Parliament all this expreſſed, only lending of moneys for 
prevention required ; but it was a compulſary thing, and became compulſary, by 
the inſtruCtions to bind over to the boord, and impriſonment for refuſal. Theſe 
Commillions wcre in the Parliament 3. Car. Firſt reſolved in the Commmons-houſe 
to be againſt Law : afterwards by your Lordlhips, and conſented unto by his Mr 
jeſty, and are declared to be ſo in the Petition of right, and the impriſonment of 
the Subjects for refuſal, declared in the Petition of right to be againſt Law.

The next is the Commiſſion called the Commiſſion of Exciſe, this was dated u- 
timo Febr. it was dated after the Summons to that Parliament : This Commiſion 
iſſued to 33 Lords, and others of his Majeſties Privy Counccl ; the Commilſioners 
are thereby commanded to raiſe moneys by Impoſitions, or otherwiſe: ; as in thell 
judgments they ſhall ſind to be moſt convenient. 

The cauſes wheretore theſe moneys are to be raiſed, arc expreſſed to be theſe. 

The defence and ſafety of the King and People, which without cxtreameſl ha- 
zard cf the King, Kingdom, and People ; and of the Kings Fricnds and Allies bc- 
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yond Seas, cannot admit no longer delay : inevitable neceſſity, wherein form and 
circumſtance muſt rather be diſpenſed withall, than the ſubſtance loſt,

But if it ſhould be added to the Petition of Right, as was deſired ; then was it 
not true, but would make the Petition of Rrght felo de ſe, and wholly deſtruttive to 
it ſelf in all the parts of it z that it would proceed @ bene diviſts ad male conjuntta : 
for then the Perition of Right, as they reſolved, would have this ſenſe. 

Whereas in the Perition of Right, it is ſaid, that no aid, tax, tallage, or other 
charge whatſoever, may be impoſed upon the People, without their free,conſent 
in Parliament ; it would have this conſtruction. Its true, it cannot be done by 
the Kings ordinary Power, but it may be done by that Soveraign power where- 
with the Law hath entruſted his Majeſty for the protection, ſafery, and happineſs 
of the People. 471 

So likewiſe for impriſonment, that they onght not to be impriſoned without 
due proceſs of Law. Ir is true ordinarily, that the King may impriſon by his S0- 
veraign power, wherewith the Law hath entruſted him 7

It is true ordinarily, but the King may do it 
by his Soveraign oower, wherewith the Law- hath intruſted him for the protecti- 
on, ſafety, and happineſs of the People : whereby they conceived that it would 
nor only make the Perition of Right to be wholly deſtruftive of it ſelf, but likewiſe

After that , contrary to” the further end of his place, and the end of that meeting in 
which he held his place, he had as it were gaog?d the Common-Wealth, taking away, (to 
his power) all power of Speech from that body, of which he ought to have been the Month, 


preſent, which if he had not done, in all probability, what /o grave and judicious an Aſ- 
ſembly might have offered to the conſideration of ſo gracious and juSt a Prince, had oc- 
caſioned the redreſs of the grievances they then ſuffered, and prevented thoſe which have 
ſmce endured, according to the ancient Maxime of Odille quos lzſeris : he purſued this 
offence towards the Parliament, by inveighing againſt the Members by ſcandalizing their 
proceedings, by trampling upon their Acts- and Declarations, by uſurping and aevolving 
the right. by diminiſhing and abrogating the power, both of that and other Parliaments, and 
making them (as much as in him lay) both uſeleſs and odioud to his Majefty, and purſued 
his hatred to this fountain of Fustice by corrupting the Streams of it, the Laws, and per- 
verting the Conduit Pipes, the Tudges, 

He praftiſed the annihilating of Ancient, and Notorious perambulations of particular 
Forrests,the better toprepare himſelf to aunihilate the Ancient, and Notorious perambula- 
tion of the whole Kingdome , the meetes and bounders between the Liberties of the 


placito, ro bring all Law from his MajeSties Courts, into hus Majesties breaſt; he gave 
our goods to the King, our lands to the Deere, our liberties to his Sheriffes ;, ſo that there 
was no way by which we had not been oppreſt,, and deſtroyed, if the power of this Perſon

He not only by this means made us lyable to all the effeit of an Invaſion from within 
(and by deſtruttion of our Liberties, which included the deftruttion of our propriety, 
which included the deftruttion of our Induſtry ) made us lyable to the terribleſt of all 1n- 
vaſions, that of want and poverty.

And whether an 
act of Will in us, may not produce an act of Will in the People, I leave it to your 
Con{ideration .Surel am,acts of Will are more dangerous there than here,bccauſe 
uſually they are more tumultuous. All Lawes are made, principally for the quiet 
and peace of a Kingdom; and a Law may be of ſuch indifferent nature many times, 
that it. is a good reaſon to alter it, onely, becanſe a great number deſires it, if there 
were nothing elſe in it, and therefore I do not ſee that the number of Petitioners 
is any good reaſon, why it ſhould not be committed, but rather the Tontfrary. 

Now for their carrjage, there came indeed, three or four hundred of the t 5000, 
ſome of the better ſort of them, and there might be good reaſon for it. I have 
heard that there was brought a Petition to ſome Privy Councellors,with a Thou- 
ſand hands to it, and being brought onely with ſix men, they were azſwered, That 
they ſix might write thoſe thouſand hands; if there were a Thouſand that joyned 
in the Petition, why did they not come too?

Saint Feromre, that in the Primitive times, Omma communt Clericorum Canilio rege- 
bantur : and trucly ſo far as the Acts of the Apoltles, and the New Teſtament 
goeth, which was the ancienteſt, and moſt Primitive time of Chriſtianity, I could 
never find there any diſtinction between a Biſhop and a Presbyter, but that they 
were one and the very ſame thing. In the next place, that which is alledyed for 
the credit of Epiſcopacy, is, that our Reformers and Martyrs were many of < Bi- 
ſhops, and pratliſed many of thoſe things now complained of ;, and that in other Refirncd 
Churches where Biſhops are not, they are deſired.

as appcareth in this High Court of Parliament, the inferiour Courts of W”eſt- 
min$er Hall, and in the Sizes, and Seſſions in the Countrey, which are held by ma- 
ny Commiſſioners, and not only by one, or his Deputzes, and Commiſſaries, AS It 1s 
in the exerciſe of Eccleſiaſtical Government. As to the 50m of Excommunication, 
ſuppoſing that it did diſſolve natural and civil bonds of duty, as it doth nor, it 
might indeed be as terrible to Princes, as It is repreſented. But I reaſon thus, 
either Princes are ſubject to Excommunication, or they are wot : if they be nor, 
then they need as little to fear a Presbyter's or a Aſſ-mb!y, as a Biſhop im that 
reſpett ;, if they be, they have as much to fear from Biſhops , at leaſtwiſe from Biſhops in 
their Convocations, as from Presbyters in their Aſſeniblies;, and ſo much the more, be- 
cauſe they have formerly felt the thunderbolts of thoſe of that #tampe, but never from this 
latter ſorr. Aud now Sir, I proceed to repreſent unto you the evils, and incon- 
veniences that do proceed from the Government and Cercmonies of the Church, 
and trucly in my opinion, thechief and principal cauſe of all the evills which we have 
ſuffered, ſince the Reformation in this Church and State, bath proceeded from that diviſion 
which ſo unhappily hath ſprung up among3+ us, about Church government, and the Cerc- 
monies of the Church, and from which part in that diviſion, 1 believe, it will appear in 
the particulars. 1 know well there isagreat diviſion,and that upon greet matters, 
between us and the Papiſts, and I am not ignorant that there have bcen great 
and ſore brcaches made upon our Civil Liberties, and the right of our proprie- 
ties. 
But yet ſtill I return to my former poſition, that the chicf and moſt ative cauſe 
hath proceeded from the Government and Ceremomes of the Church, and that thoſe o- 
ther cauſcs have cither fallen into it, and fo acted by it, or 1f[ued out of it, and ſo 
a&tcd from it. As for Popery, I conceive that to have been 4 cauſe that hath fallen 
into this, and ated byit ; for at the Reformation it received ſuch a deadly wound by

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| And here Mr. Speaker, give me leave to lament the condition of this our 
Church of Erzland, beyond that of all other reformed Churches. A certain num- 
her of Ceremonies in the judgment of ſome men unlawful; and to be rej<cted of all 
Churches, in the judgment of all other reformed Churches to be rejected by them, 
and in the judgment of our own Churches, but indifferent Ceremomes : and yer 
what difference ? yea, what diſtractions have theſe indifferent Ceremontes raiſed a- 
mong us? What hath deprived us of ſo many faithful, able, and godly Miniſters 
ſince the Reformation,as able & as fit in all other reſpects to diſcharge that functi- 
on,as any age ever produced in theChriſtian World ince the time of the Apolſtles,l 
{ay what hath deprived us of them, bur theſe indifferent Ceremonies? What hath de- 
prived us of ſo many thouſand Chriſtians which deſired (and in all other reſpects 
deſerved) to hold communion with us ; I ſay, what hath deprived us of them, and 
ſcattered them into I know not what places and corners of the World, bxt theſe 
endifferent Ceremonies ? What hath cauſed ſo many hard cenſures,and harder eXCCu- 
tions, but theſe indifferent Ceremonies ? What hath occaſioned thoſe calamities 
and dangers, which we feel, and which we fear, but thoſe indifferent Ceremonies ? 
L ſhall ſay ro more of them, but 7pray God that now at length it may pleaſe his Ma- 
jeſt y with this his great Council of Parliament, to take a view of them, and if there be a 
neceſſity toretain them, let them be retained ;, but if not, then let us remove them, before 
they ruine us. As to the evils and inconveniences that ariſe out of the govern- 
mcnt it {clf, I ſhould have noted ſomething amiſs, 2s well in the /eg:/larrve part, as 
in the executive part, but inthe former I am prevented, by what hath been alrea- 
dy votcd concerning the Power of making Canons: which votes if they be brought 
to perfection, they will ſet us right in great part, in that reſpect z for ſurely, be- 
fore the Power was neither in the hands of ſuch as were repreſentative of that 
which is truely the Church of Ezglard, nor yet in the hands of thoſe that were 


indecd they are not. As to the executive part, which conſiſteth 1n the exerciſe 
of Eccleſiaitical Juriſdiction, therein I note alſo two diſorders, Confuſion, and 
Corruption ; Confuſion of the Spiritual Sword with the Temporal ; Laymen 
ſtrike with the Spiritual Sword : and Spiritual men with the Temporal Sword : : 
nay, out of the ſame mouth, and at the ſame time proceedeth an Excommunica- 
tion, and a fine, or commitment, or both : I will not ſay poſitively, that it is un- 
lawful for Clergy men to exerciſe civil juriſdiction, becauſe I know it is a queſti- 
on, but yet ſuch a queſtion as hath bin determined by divers Canons of general 
Councels, and by ſome that were made in Synods of the Church of Ezeland, that ir 
is unlawful, and that upon grounds which are not contemptible. 

As firſt, that it is contrary to the precept and practice of Chriſt and his Apoſt- 
les, And ſecondly, That it # not poſſible for one man to diſcharge two Funttions, whereof 
either 1s ſufficient to imploy the whole man, eſpecially that of the Minifery ſo great, that 
they ought not to entangle themſelves with the affairs of this World. A third ground 
nor ſo well obſerved generally, as in one part thereof is this, That MiniHers of the 
Goſpel, being ſent eſpecially to gain the Souls of men, they are to gain as great intereſt as 
poſſuvle may be in thiir minds and affettions : Now we know that the nature of all men u 
ſuch, that they are apt to think, hardly of thoſe that are any Authors of their pain and 
puniſhment,although it be in a way of Fuſtice, and therefore as it 1 well known,that Cler 
men are not tobe preſent 1n judicio {anguinis; ſo the ſame reaſon extends it ſelf to the 
admimstration of all Civil furisdittion, and therefore we may obſerve that our Saviour 
Chriſt, as be alwaies rejeted all Civil judicature, ſo on the other ſide, he went up and 
down heating mens bodies, and otherwiſe doing good to their outward eſtate, that his 
Dottrine might have a freer and fairer paſſage into their Souls, For the corruption that 
[ ſpoke of im the exerciſe of Eccleſiaſtical Jurisdiftion, 1 do not mean any ye Sor cor- 
ruption, but a deviation or aberration from the preſcript of Divine Rule : And though 
it be not eaſie to find what that is in all particulars , yet it 15 not hard t0 ſay, what it 15 
not, and that I doubt may prove our caſt in divers things, Eccleſiaſtical Jurisdiction 
we kyow extends either to the Clergy only, and conſiſteth in the Ordination, Admiſſion, 
Suſpenſion, and deprivation of them, or elſe it extendeth to the whole Church, and 
conſiſteth In Excommunication and Abſolution. As to the Ordination, Admiſiion, 
Suſpenſion, and Deprivation of Miniſters ;, we ſee how it is wholly at the pleaſure of 
one man, and that of one man proceeding in a manner Arbitrarily, and that of one man 
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truely repreſentative of the Clergy of Explara, if they were the whole Church, as |

cel too. In like manner, in the inferior Courts of Weſtminſter-Hall, there are 
Judges #n the point of Law, and more in matter of Fatt, wherein every man is judee 
by twelve of equal condition unto him, (1 mean the Juries, ) which are Judees if th 
Fatt. both in cauſes Civil and Criminal. And if we look into the Countrey, meſhal 
find the Seſſions and Allizes, and other Courts, held 7 ot by any one, but by dn, 
Commilſlioners. And in ſhort, in the Civil Government, every man from the greg:

greater was the contempt : If this were fo, ſure the greater is the cruelty, to lay 
command upon ſo ſmall a matter, that drawcth after it ſo deep a cenſure, as to 
caſt a man down into Hell. Suppoſe a Magiſtrate ſhould command ſome trivial 
matter, ſome Ceremony or other, under pain of Treaſon, and ſhould proceed a- 
gainlt the Infringers of his command as Traytors, it were much to be doubted, 
whether the command did not partake more of cruelty, than the diſobedience of 
contempt ; for when authority ſhall ſo far loſe it ſelf, as to lay fo great a weight 
upon ſo ſmall a matter, it rendreth it {elf contemptible, and then it is no marvail 
(1 had almoſt faid_) it is no fault, if it be contemned, having made it ſelf 
contemptible.

Mr. Speaker, | 

Was yeterday, and the time before, for the retaining of the London Petition, and 

[ am in the ſame mind ſtill ; and therefore do now riſe up againſt the propoſal of that 

 Sueſtton ; which 1 now called for ; Whether Epiſcopacy It ſclt be to be taken in- 
to Cont1dcration by the Committee ? wherein I do diftinguſh of a two fold Epi ſcopacy ; | 
The fir#, 7n Statu puro, 4s it was inthe primitive Times, The ſecond, in itatu Cor- 
rupto, as it 15 at this day, and 1s ſointended and meant in the London Petition. Now |. 
I hold, That Epiſcopacy in this later ſenſe us to be taken into Conſideration as a thing that 
trencheth not only upon the Right and Liberties of the SubjeSt of which I ſhall have occa- 
ſion to ſpeake hereafter , But as it 1s now, it trencheth upon the Crown of England #n | 
theſe four particulars, wherein I know, this Honſe will willingly hear me. 

Firſt, It is maintained by the Biſhop of Exeter, in a Book which he hath writ to this 

purpoſe, That Epiſcopacy it ſelf both in the Office, and im the Furtsdiftion 1s de Jure 
Divino,of Divine Right ; which poſition 4s direfHy contrary tothe Laws of England ; 
of which 1 will cite but two or three inftead of many more. The ſtatute of Carliſle 35. 
E. 1. mentioned in Cawdrlcs Caſe, in the fifth Report, ſaith, That the Church of 
England is founded in the ſtate of Prelacy by the Kings of England and their Pro- 
genitors. Which lkewiſe appears by the firſt Chapter of Magna Charta, in theſe 
words, Conceſſimus Deo ct Eccleſiz Anglicanz omnes Libertates &c. and in 25. E. 

3. in the French Roll, which I have ſeen, there the Arch-biſhop and Clergy petition the 
King for their Liberties, in theſe words, thus Engliſhed. That for the Reverence of 
God, and Holy Church, and of his Grace and Bounty, he will confirm all thoſe 
Liberties, Priviledges, and Rights, granted, and given by him, and his noble Pro- 
genitors, to the Church by their Charters. Which plainly ſheweth, that they bave 
their Epiſcopal Jurisdittion from the Kings of England, and not Jurg Divino by Di- 
vine Right & and this likewiſe 1s acknowledged y themſelves in the Statute 37. H 8 cap. 
1 7, that they have their «7 0g," Jurisdiltion, and all other EccleſtaFtical Furisdiftion 
whatſoever ſolely and ouly, by, from, and under the K ing. 

The ſecond T hing, that utrenching upon the Crown, u5 this, that it ts holden at this day, 
that Epiſcopacy is inſeparable to the Crown of England ; and therefore it is commonly now 
ſaid, No Biſhop, no King ; no Mitre, no Scepter : which I utterly deny ;, for it ts 
plain, and apparent, That theKings of England were long before Biſhops, and have a 
ſubſitkence without them 5, and have done, and may ſtill depoſe them. 

he Third is likewiſe Conſiderable, as trenching upon 5 4 Crown, Thich 19 that was 
ſaid under the Gallery, T hat Epiſcopacy was a third Eſtate in Parliament, and there- 
tore the King and Parliament could not be without them z This 1 utterly deny, for 
there are Three eftates without them, as namely the King, who is the firſt Eftate ;, the 
Lords Temporal is the ſecond ,, and the Commons, the third \ and I kyow no fourth Eſt- 
ate. Beſodes, the Kings of England have had many Parliaments, wherein there have 
been n0 Biſhops at all : as for Example, E. 1, the 24th of his Reign, held his Parliament 
at Edmundbury, excluſoClero ; and in the Parliament of 7. R,. 2. cap 3. and 7. R. 2. 
cap. 12. it doth appear, that they were enatfted by the King, with the aſſent and agree- 
} ment of the Lords Temporal,and Commons, where the e$tates of Parliament are mentio- 
ned, and not the Clergy. Divers other Statutes might likewiſe be named to ths purpoſe, 
which I onut. 

The fourth and lat Thing is of the Biſhops holding of the Eccleſiaſtical Courts in their 
own names, and not in the Name of tne King, nor by Commiſſion from him Contrary to 
the Statute of 1. E. 6. cap. 2. and contrary to the Prattice of Biſhop Ridley , Cover- 
dalc, and Ponnet, who rock Commiſioners ' Sn the King for holding their Eccleſiaſtical 

Courts, as may be ſeen at this day in the Rolls. 

And. although it will be objetted, That by a late Proclamation in 1637. wherein the 
Opinion of the Judges is mentioned.lt is declared upon their Opinion, That the Aft of 1. 
E. 6. was Repealed, and that Biſhops may now keep Courts in their own Names, and ſend 

proceſs under their own Seals ;, yet it is well known, that the Statute of 1. © , Mary, |

| whereupon it was holden upon a full debate of this Point in Parliament 7. Jac. which

| | Eliz. cap. 1. 1 hat the Statute of 1. E.6 was revived, and that Biſhops ouzht not to keep

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Courts in their own Names : So that for theſe Reaſons ſo neerly concerning the Right of 
the Crown of England #n point of Epiſcopacy, I am againFt the Propoſal of that Fuestion 
and am for the Reteining of the London Petition, ard for a thorough Reformation of all 
Abuſes, and Grievances of Epiſcopacy mentioned in the Miniſters Remon{trance ,, which 
Reformation may perhaps ſerve the turn without Alteration of the Government of kn g- 
land, into a form of Presbytery, as it is in other Kingdoms of Scotland, France, Genc- 
va and the Low-Countries ; which for mine own part, had I lived in theſe Kingdoms, 
I ſhould have been of the Opinion of the Proteſtant party in point of Presbytery, becauſe 
thoſe Kingdoms are governed by the Civil Law, which maintains the Jurisdittion of the 
Pope and Papal Epiſcopacy, which the antient Laws of England Condenme, being likewiſe 
in themſelves oppoſite to the Civil, and Canon Laws: And if notwithſtanding all the 
Reformation that can be made by the Laws of this Land a better Form of Government 
may evidently appear unto us, concerning which there 1s no form now before us; It is to 
be taken by us into Conſideration, according to that Imperial Conſtitution in theſe words,

| Mr. Speaker, To go yet further, ſome of them have fo induſtriouſly laboured 
to deduce themſelves from Rome, that they have given great ſufpition that in gra- 
titnde they defire to return thither,. or at leaſt to meet it half way : Some have | 
evidently labour'd to bring in an Engliſh, though not a Roman Popery : I mean 
not only the outſide and dreſs of it, but equally abſolute; a blind dependance of 
the pcople upon the Clergy, and of the Clergy upon themfelves ; and have oppo- 
ſed the Papacy beyond the Sea, that they might ſettle one beyond the water. Nay, 
common fame is more than ordinarily falſe, if none of them have found a way to 
reconcile the opinions of Rome to the preferments of England ; and be ſo abſolute- 
ly, directly and cordially Papiſts, that it 1s all that fifteen hundred pounds a year 
can do to keep them from contelling it. 

Mr. qowe uþ I come now to ſpeak of our Liberties; and conſidering the great 
intereſt theſe men have had in our common Maſter, and conſidering how great a 
good to us, they might have made that intereſt in him, if they would have uſed it 
to have informed him of our general ſufferings; and conſidering how little of 
their freedome of Speech at Whitehall might have faved us a grear deal of the uſe | 
we have now of it in the Parliament-houle, their not doing this alone were occa- 
ſion enough for us to accuſe them as the betrayers, though not as the deſtroyers of 
our Rights and Liberties : Though, I confeſs, if they had been only filent in this 
particular, I had been ſilent to ; But, alas, they whoſe Anceſtors in the darkxeft 
times excommunicated the breakers of Aſagna Charta, did now by themſelves , 
and their adherents, both write, preach, plot, and act againſt it, by encouraging 
DeoCtor Beale, by preferring Doctor 1amnering, appearing forward for Monopo- 
lies and Ship-money : and if any were flow and backward to comply, biaſting 
both them and their preferment, with utmoſt expreſſion of their hatred, the Ti- 
tle of Puritans. 

Mr. Speaker, We ſhall find ſome of them to have labour'd to exclude both all | | 
perſons, and all cauſes of the Clergy, from the ordinary juri{diction of the Tem- 
poral Magiſtrate, and by hindring prohibitions (firſt by apparent power againſt 
the Judges, and after by ſecret agreements with them) to-have taken away the 
only legal bound to their arbitrary power, and made as it were a conqueſt upon 
the common law of the Land, which is our common inheritance ; and after made 
uſe of that power to turn their brethren out of their freeholds, for not doing that 
which no law of man required of them to do; and which (in their opinions) the 
law of God required of them not to do. We ſhall find them in general to have 
encouraged all the Clergy to ſuites, and to have brought all ſuites to the Councel- 
Table, that having all power in Eccleſiaſtical matters, they laboured for equal 
power in Temporal, and to diſpoſe as well of every Office, as of every Benefice, 
which loſt the Clergy much revenew, and much reverence, (whereof the laſt is 
never given when It is ſo asked,,) by encouraging them indiſcreetly to exact more 
of both than was due ; ſo that indeed the gain of their greatneſs extended but to a 
few of that order, though the envy extended upon all. 

We ſhall find of them to have both kindled and blown the common fire of both 
Nations, to have both ſent and maintained that book, of which the Author no 
doubt hath long ſince wiſh*'d with Nero, Utinam neſciſſem literas | and of which 
more than one Kingdom hath cauſe to wiſh, that when he writ that, he had ra- 
ther burn*d a Library, though of the value of Prolemie's. We ſhall find them to 
have been the firſt and principal cauſe of the breach, I wall not ſay of, hut ſince 
the pacification at Berwick, We ſhall find them to have been the almoſt ſole abct- ; 
tors of my Lord of Strafford,whileſt he was practiling upon ancther Kingdom that 
manner of Government which he intended to ſettle in this, where he committed 
ſo many, ſo mighty, and ſo manifeſt enormities and oppreſſicns, as the like have 
not been comraitted by any Governour in any government, lince Yer7es lee _— 
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And after they had called him over from being Deputy of 17eland, to be in a man- 
ner Deputy of England, (all things here being govern'd by a Trnrillo, and that Jun- 
tillo govern'd by him) to have alitted him in the giving, Of fack Countels, and the 
purſuing of ſach courſes, as it is a hard and meaſuring caſt, whether chey were 
more unwiſe, more unjuſt, or- more unfortunate, and which had infallibly been 
our deſtruction, if by the grace of God, their ſhare had not been as linall in the 
ſubtilty of Serpents, as in the innocency of Dovcs. | 

Mr. Speaker, 1 have repreſented no ſmall quantity, and no mean dupree of 
guilt ; and truly I believe that we ſhall make no little complement to thoje, and 
no little apologie for thoſe to whom this charge belongs, it we ſhall lay the taults 
of the men upon the order of the Biſhops, upon the Epiſcopacy. I with we may 
diſtinguiſh between thoſe, who have been carried away with the ſtream, and thoſe 
who have bcen the ſtream that carry?d them ; between thoſe whoſe proper and 
natural motion was towards our ruine and deſtruction, and thoſe who have been |. 
whirld about to it, contrary to their natural motion, by the force and {winge of 
Superiour Orbes : and as I wiſh we may diſtinguiſh between the more and leſs 
gnilty ; ſo I yet more wiſh we may diſtinguiſh between the guilty and the inno- 
cent. 

Mr. S»caker, I doubt, if we conſider that if not the firſt Planters, yet the firſt 
Spreaders of Chriſtianity, and the firſt and chief Defenders of Chriſtianity againſt 
Hereſies within, and Paganiſme without, both with their Ink and with their bloud; 
and the main conducers to the reſurrection of Chriſtianity, (at leaſt) here in the 
reformation (and we owe the light of the Goſpel, we now enjoy to the fire they 
then endur'd for it,) were all Biſhops : and that even now in the greateſt per- 
fection of that order, there are yet ſome who have conduc'd in nothing to our 
late innovations, but in their ſilence ; ſome, who in an unexpected and mighty 
place and power, have cxpreſled an equal moderation and humility, being neither 
ambitious before, nor proud after, either of the Croſiers ſtaff, or white ſtaff: ſome 
who have been learned oppoſers of Popery, and zealous oppoſers of Arminianiſme; 
between whom, and their inferiour Clergy, in frequency ry, hath bcen 
nodiſtinCtion ; whoſe lives arc untouched, not only by guilt , but by malice ; 
ſcarce to be equallPd by thoſe of any condition, or to be excell*d by thoſe in any 
Calendar. I doubt not, I ſay, but if we conſider this, this conſideration will brin 
forth this concluſion, That Biſhops may be good men, and let us give but ——_ 
men good rules, we ſhall hayc both good Governours and good times. 

Mr. Speaker, I am content to take away all thoſe things from them which, to 
any contiderable degree of probability, may again beget the like miſchiets, if they 
be not taken away. If their temporal titles, power and employment, appear like- 
ly to diſtract them from the care of, or make them look down with contempt np- 


| on their Spiritual duty, and that the too great diſtance between them and thoſe 


they govern will hinder the free and fit recourſe of their inferiours to them, and 
occaſion inſolence from them to their inferiours ; let that be conſidered, and 
car*d for ; I am ſure neither their Lordſhips, their judging of Tythes, Wills and 
Marriages, no nor their Voices in Parliaments are Fare divinoz and I am as ſure 
that theſe Titles, and this power arc not neceſlary to their authority,as appears by 
the little they have had with us by them, and the much that others have had with- 
out them. 

If their revenew ſhall appear likely to produce the ſame effefts, (for it hath 
been anciently obſery'd, that Religio peperit divitias, & Filia devoravit matrem , ) 
let ſo much of that, as was in all probability intended for an attendant upon their 
temporal dignitics, wait upon them out of the doors : Let us only take care to 
leave them ſuch proportions, as may ſerve in ſome good degree to the dignity of 
learning, and the encouragement of ſtudents; andlet us not invert that of Fero- 
boam, and as he made the mcaneſt of the People Prieſts, make the higheſt of the 
Pricſts the meaneſt of the People. 

If it be feared that they will again employ ſome of our Laws with a ſeverity 
beyond the intention of thoſe Laws againſt ſome of their weaker Brerhren ; that 
| we may be ſure to take away that power, let us take away thoſe Laws, and let no 
Ceremonies which any number counts unlawful, and no man counts neceſlary (a- 
| mage the rulcs of Policy, and Saint Paul) be impoſed upon them. Let us conli- 

cr, that part of the rule they have hitherto gone by, that is, fuch Canons of their 


| Own 
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own making as are not confirm®d by Parliament, have been, or, no doubt, ſhortly 
will be by Parliament taken away : that the other part of the rule (ſuch Canons 
as were here received before the reformation, and not contrary to any Law,) is 


the Common-law., of the Statute-law knowledges, which thoſe who are thus to 
govern have not, and it is ſcarce fit they ſhould have. Since therefore we are to 
make new rules, and ſhall,no doubt,make thoſe new rules ſtri&t Rules,and be infalli- 
bly certain of a Triennial Parliament, to ſee thoſe rules obſcrv?d as ſtrictly as they 
are made,and to encreaſe or change them upon all occaſions; we ſhall have no reaſon 
to fear any innovation from their Tyranny,or to doubt any defedt in the diſcharge 
of their duty : I am confident,they will not dare, either ordain,ſuſpend, ſilence, ex- 
communicate, or deprive otherwiſe, then we would have them. And if this be 
believed, I am as confident, we ſhall not think it fit to aboliſh, upon a few days de- 
bate, an Order which hath laſted ( as appcars by ſtory ) in moſt Churches theſe 
ſixteen hundred years, and in all from Chriſt to Calvin; or in an inſtant change 
the whole face of the Church, like the ſcene of a Mask. 

Mr. Speaker, 1 do not believe them to be Jure divine, nay, I believe them not to 
be Fure divino, but neither do I believe them to be 1njuria humana. I neither con- 
ſider them as neceſſary, nor as unlawful, but as convenient or inconvenient : hut 
ſince all great mutations in government are dangerous, (even where what is in- 
troduc'd by that mutation, is ſuch as would have been very profitable upon a pri- 
mary foundation) and ſince the greateſt danger of mutations is, that all the dan- 
gers and inconveniences they may bring are not to be foreſeen ; and finceno wiſe 
man will undergo great danger but for great neceſlity z my opinion is, that we 
ſhould not root up this ancient tree, as dead as it appears, till we have tryed whe- 
ther by this, or the like lopping of the branches, the ſap which was unable to feed 
the whole, may not ſerve to make what is left, both grow and flouriſh. And cer- 
tainly, if we may at once take away both the Inconveniences of Biſhops, and the 
Inconveniences of nd Biſhops, that is of an almoſt Univerſal mutation ; this courſe 
can only be appoſed by thoſe who love mutation for mutation ſake. 

Mr. Speaker, To be ſhort, (as I have reaſon to be after having been ſo long) 
that this Trial may be ſuddainly made, let us commit as much of the Miniſters Re- 
n.0nſtrance as we have read, that thoſe Hcads both of Abuſes and Grievances which 
are there fully collected, may be marſhall\d and ordered for our debate : if upon 
the Debate it ſhall appear, that thoſe may be taken away, and yet the Order ſtand, 
we ſhall not need to commit the London Petition at all : for the Cauſe of it will be 
ended; if it ſhall appear, that the abolition of the one cannot be but by the 
deſtruction of the other, then let us not commit the London Petition, but let us 


grant 1t, 


Mr. Grimſton alſo ſpoke upon this Occaſion as followeth, againſt the

Mr. Speaker, 


T Heſe two honourable Lords, Lord Digby and Lord Faulkland, that ſpake laſt” 
Tm not only prevented me in much I intended to have ſpoken my ſelf , but they 
have likewiſe taught me much I knew not before; Therefore it is not nuch you can 
expett from me * All that I ſhall ſay at this time, is rather to prepare the matter for the 
Sucſtien, which hath already been Þ learnedly debated by them, than to ſpeak, any thing 
of the matter it ſelf. 1 mu$t confeſs, when 1 look, upon the Biſhops, of at leaft, upon 
ſome of them, and the way of their Government, and the Sufferings of the People, under 
their Tyranny ;, I wonder not at all at the multitude of Petitioners and Petitions, that 


Crucifie, or that they would have been up by the Roots ,, but zt #8 neceſſary We ſhould dis 
ſtinguſh between the perſons of the Biſhops, which are ſo obnoxious, and their  Funttions 
and Offices ; | for there 15 no more weight the Argument, that becauſe the. Biſliops have 
done amiſs, therefore take away Ep! $ why than there is in it, becanſe the Judges of the 
Common Law are in fault, therefore take away Fudges,and take away the Common- Law : 
For my own part, I concerve it an eaſier matter, and ſafer for us, (Addere Inventis) 
to reform what is amiſs in them and their Government, then (Creare Novum) to fet up

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anew Form of Government, which we have had no experience of, nor do we know how it 
LAYRN | Should ſuit either with the humours of the People, or with the Monarchical Government ;, 
And it may be the new Government which is ſo much deſired, if it be brought in upon the 
grounds and foundations that ſome would have it, it will be out of our powers ever to 
magter it again. Whereas on the other ſide, the Government which 1s already eſtabliſhed, 
if the Governours exceed their bounds, they may fall into a Premunire, and other pe- 
nalties which the Law hath provided in that Caſe; and if that be not ſufficient, we have 
yet another hanck, upon them, for our Parliaments have continually a command over 
them. 
Then, Sir, It may be demanded of nie of their being ſo much amiſs, What # that I 
would bave done ? 

Truly, Sir, 1 am of opinion, that much mu#+ be done, or elſe we had as good do no- 
thing. 
Therefore I come to the particulars, Church Government may be compared to a Caſtle, 
let a Ca#tle be never ſo ſtrong, once im Fourſcore Tears (for ſo long it is ſince the firSt 
Reformation) it may need Repair ; and it is not the Cate alone, 1 mean the Govern- 
ment, that needs Repair, but likewiſe the Governours themſelves, who mot wickedly and 
—_— have turned their Canons upon us, which ſhould have been uſed for onr de- 
ence. 
In the fir place therefore I conceive it not onely convenient, but of abſolute neceſſity, 
the payring of their excreſcences, I meaft their Temporal Juriſdiction. -1 must confeſs, 
I know not to what purpoſe they ſhould ſit upon our Benches at our Seſſions of the Peace, 
and Gaol-Deliveries, or in the Star-Chamber ;, for by woful experience, we find that their 
Judgments are guided there more by their boundleſs Wills, and fiery tranſported Paſſions, 
than by Reaſon, and the rule of Law, which ought to have been their direttor. I conceive 
that of lefs uſe their ſitting at the Councel Board, to be there at the Helm to guide and 
ſteer the Temporal Affairs of the Common-wealth, certainly that is not the Plough they | 
ought to follow ;, and by the neglefFing of it, that 1s the nr A that ſo many briers, bram- | 
bles, and ſtinking nd 4 are ſprung up in Gods Houſe, the Church,to the great deſtruttion 
of all his Majeities Kingdoms here at home, and the great wonder and amazement of all 
the Reformed Churches Sooad. | 

And I conceive it of the lea$t uſe of all their ſitting in Parliaments, as powers to give 
their Voices in the making of Laws; and yet I would not utterly exclude them. For 1 
conceive it might be convenient that all, or at leaſt, ſome of them might alway be preſent 
there as Aſſi Ws, to give their Advice in Spiritual Matters when they are thereunto rc | 
quired by the Lords, as the JuStices do in Temporal. 

In the next place I conceive it of as abſolute neceſſity, the taking off the Juriſdiftion 
of the High Commiſſion Court, or at lea#F, to limit x. Faux it, that it may (quadrare) | 
with the great Charter of our Liberties, and the Laws of this Kingdom. 

Thig Court hath for many years together, ridden upon the back of the Common Law 
Courtsg which ought to have been Gbfrwies to them. Each River muſt be kept within 
its own bounds, and it us unpoſſible to have two Suns ſhine together in one Firmament. 

They have likewiſe many ſuperfluous Courts,which I conceive might very well be ſpared, 
| | 44 their Official Courts, and Commiſſary Courts. Sir, they are no better than cozening 

Lotteries, where the Kings Subjetts are deprived of their eMoneys, and where their 
Fndges and Inferiour Officers do, like Phyſitians that alway cure themſelves, though they 
deſtroy their Patients: I confeſs, I could willingly grue my ance that they ſhould 
| keep their Chancellors Court, and an Archdeacon Court, if ſuch limits and bounds were | 
pat upon them, as by the Wiſedom of this Flouſe may eafily be done. | 

The Chancellor is (Cuſtos Conſcientiz) rhe Keeper of the Biſhops Conſcience ;, and 
the Arch- Deacon is (oculus Epiſc. ) the Biſhops eye, And as 1 would not take away 
their Conſciences or their Eyes, ſo I would not have them like Briarius have their finger 
in every buſineſs. Thws, Sir, I have ſhortly preſented you with my Opinion, that 15, that 
I am not willing that it ſhould be referred to, vr committed upon the point of Subverſion, 
but 1 am willing it ſhould be referred upon the point of Reformation. eAnd if the Sence 
of the Houſe ſhall run that way, I doubt not but at the Committee I ſhall make it mant- | 
feft, that my Heart ſtands affefted with as much Zeal for the having a Keformation, as 
any man that ſits within theſe Walls, 
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Houſe of Commons to hinder the prevailing taction trom proceeding,

And laftly, (which I never muſt forget in theſe Occaſions) the Vſe I may 
make of this Alliance towards the Effabliſhing of My Siſter and Nephews.

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the Kings-Bench ; and if they would have believed the Reſolution of all the Judres in' x 4 £ 
England i Trinity Term, 5m the Sixth Year of King James, they would have known ' (=, 
how unfit it had been to enlarge that Juriſdiftion, ſmce mot of their proceedings being of 
an inferiour nature to what they are now grown, were then declared to be illegal and in- 
conſiſtent with the Liberty of the Subjeft. 

And can ſuch a Court, as this, my Lords,deſerve to live ? What a compendiomu abridg- 
ment hath \ ork gotten of all the Courts in Weſtminſter-Hall ? Wharſoever falls within 
the COamzance, or Juriſdift ion of ether Courts here, is compleatly determinable within 
that one Court at York, beſides the power it hath with the Eccleſtaſtical and High Com- 
miſſion Conrts. 

What hath the good Northern People done, that they only mu#t be disfranchiſed of all 
their Priviledges ; Magna Charta, ard the P<tition cf Right ; for ro what purpoſe | 
ſerve theſe Statutes, if they may be fined and impriſoned wuhout Law, acco rding to 
the diſcretion of the Commſſioners ? what have they done, that they, and they alone 
of all the people of this happy Iſland muſt be dſinhertted of their birth- 
rioht, of their Inheritance For prohibitions, Writs of Habeas Corpus, Writs of 
Errour are the birth-right, the imheritance of the Subjctts. 

And "tis here worth your Lordſhips obſervation, that to thoſe many Prohibitions, 
which have been granted from above, for till of late, the Court of York had not the 
courage to oppoſe prohibitions, nor indced till our Courts here, had not the conrage to 
grant them. *T'was never known, that Court pleaded the Furiſdiltion of their Councel, 
which without doubt they would have done upon the advantage of many great Perſons, 
in whoſe protettion they have always been, had they not kyown the Law, could nor be miſ- 
intcrpreted enonch to allow it. 

Your Lordſhips remember the directions I mentioned of Magna Charta, that all pro- 
ceedings ſhall be per legale Judicium Parium, & per legem terr#, now cheſe Furiſ- 
diftions tell you, you ſhall proceed according to your diſcretion, that is, yuu ſpall do mhat 
you pleaſe, only that we hay not ſuſpett this diſcretion will be geriler and kinder ro us 
then the Law, ſpecial proviſion 15 made no fine, no puniſhment ſhall be leſs then by the 
Law is appointed, by no means, but as much preater, as your diſcretion ſhall thirk fit ; 
and indeed in this iniprevement we find, Arbitrat y Conrts are very pregnant : if the Law | 
require my good behaviour, this diſcretion makes me cloſe Priſoner, if the Law 
ſets me upon the Pillory', this diſcretion appoints me to leave my ears there. | 

But this proceeding according 10 diſcretion is no new expreſſion, twas in thefir#Þ Com- | 
miſſion T told your Loradſhips of in the 31 Hen. 3, that they ſhould proceed ſecundum 
legem 6& conſuctudinem Regni Angliz, vel aliter ſccundum fanas diſcretiones 
veitras, which inthe interpretation of the Law, and that is the beſt interpretation, ſugni- 
fies the ſame thing, to proceed according to diſcretion, is to proceed according to Law, 
which is ſumma diſcretio, but not according to their private conceit or affettion : For 
 talis diſcretio ( ſayes the Law ) diſcretionem confundit : and ſuch a confuſion 
hath this diſcretion in theſe Jrſirufticns produced , as if diſcretion were 
only removed from rage and fury : no inconvenience, no miſchief, no diſgrace, that the 
malice, or inſolence, or curioſity of theſe Commiſſioners had a mind to bring upon that 
people, but through the latitude and power of this diſcretion the poor people have felt,

and ſeemed to wiſh nothing but the juſt freedom of Subjetts and Chriſtians in their Laws 
and Conſciences, my heart went along with them, and I wiſhed them ſatisfattion \, But 
now, Sir, whe: I ſee them ſwell in their demands beyond all proportion, when I heard 
then inlarge upon their firſt Propoſitions, and require things unfit for a King to grant, and 
diſhonourable for this Nation to ſuffer, I cannot but fix a mark_of danger upon them, 1 
fear we have nouriſhed in our Boſoms thoſe that will ſting us to Death.

Sir, We are the Offpring of thoſe Anceſtors, their blood runs in our Veins, and I 
hope as yet is not all turn d to water,there are ſpirits of life and altivity in us, and theſe 
will revive and ſpeak plain Engliſh tro us, whatever damp or Apoplexie this ſpirit 0 f 
umber hath ca#t upon us, and I hope we ſhall either yet live with Honour, or fake 0ur 
Honourable Farewell, and ſo be Hone$t and Gallant Men ; betwixt theſe' two there 5;

for certainly, Freedom of Debate and Liberty of Speech in that Honorable 
Aſſembly, as it is one of the three ſtanding Privileges which are at the 
beginning of all Parliaments requeſted by rheir Speaker trom the King, lo 
it is ſo Eſſentially Fundamental to the very Being of all Deliberate Coun- 
cels, that without it their Debates cannot in any wiſe be ſaid to be Free. 
And it is further Remarkable, That theſe very perſons did upon every 
occaſion make uſe of this Freedom with the molt Extenſive Liberty, and 
ſometimes not without Exceeding the very limits of Duty and SubjeCtion, 
to Debate, Examine and Cenſure the Actions not only of Private Perſons, 
but of the Courts of Judicature, Privy Council, the Houſe of Peers, and 
Even the King himſelf, and yet no perſon gave them the leaſt check or 
controll, and who ever had, would moſt certainly have ſuffered the Ut- 
moſt Parliamentary Severities, as an Invader and Subvertcr of this great 
Priviledg of Freedom of Debate, as is Evident in the Injuſtice done to this 
Gentleman, and the. Lord Digby, for declaring their Minds according to
